One of the worst fires that the cen- 


tral department has had to fight for 
some time was discovered about 9:45 
o'clock last night in the Doepkin 
building located in the northeast 
corner of the public square.

guished. 


The building is a two story frame

room. Employes in tbe tailor shop 
had noticed the odor of burning pine 
all day but had not been able to locate 
the source and the discovery last nigh 
was made by Mr. Reider and a man j 
named Brydon. 
The former 
im- 


mediately notified Misses Lizzie and 
Vina Flammer who were in the tailor 
shop, while some one else turned in an 
alarm, box 3G, at the Union block 
corner, being sounded. 
The 
two 


young ladies took what articles they 
could carry including all of the suits 
that were being made, and rushed to 
Gowdy's tailor shop and returned for 
more but could do nothing further on 
account of the dense smoke. 


The fire department soon had two 


streams of water turned on, but fought 
the flames for nearly an hour betore 
they were completely extinguished. 


The damage to the building will ag- 


gregate about $500 and Mr. Reider's 
loss is estimated to be between $250 
and $300. 
Three thousand cigars, 


about $25 worth of tobacco, all of tbe 
lunch counter arid dining room sup- 
plies were destroyed and considerable 
damage WES done to tbe bar, lunch 
counter and dining room fixtures. 
This loss will be partly covered by in- 
surance. 


J. T. Higginbotham's news stand 


and living apartments, adjoining the 
east side of the restaurant were water 
soaked, but were not damaged other- 
wise. There was no insurance oa the 
contents of the tailor shop. 


Mr, Reider declares that the fire de- 


partment did excellent service and af- 
ter the fire was extinguished he served 
the firemen with the best he bad left 
in the place. The saloon and restau- 
rant were re-opened for business this 
morning.

wo*old know. I have bunted game, big 
acd little, all my life. I have tilled tbe 
soil and herded cattle. You see, my 
hands are bis from haru work. Now 1 
am a merchant in Bloetnfonteic, where 
I sell American agricultural..machin- 
ery; -but I am still a farmer, and had it 
been thought I could best serve my 
people so I should have become a sol 
dier." , 


Is'othins could be more simple than 


tbe talk and manner of Mr. Wessels. 
He is about 40 yeara old aud wai 
educated In Cape Town. He speaks 
EnglKh with hardly a suggestion of an 
accent- He is particularly well dress- 
ed. His father was one of tbe largest 
landowners in the Free State. He him- 
self has large interests In land nad in 
mines. 


When ifr. "Weasels was aslced st 


there were many foreigners in the 
Boer army and If they were the strate- 
gists who had won so many- victories, 
he stalled, saying: 


"There are few foreigners In the

Boer leaders, He is a believer in t3v 
old Boer method oE warfare, an-J 1'? 
has shown himself to be a master of it. 


Until four years ago Cronje w^s a 


farmer. .Then he was njaxte superin- 
tendent of .natives in the Free State. 
In time of peace he has the appearance 
of absolute stupidity. He is shy and 
diffident.. He approaches people with 
his hands clasped, his head on oue 
si<ie. He invariably buttons his coat 
wrong, so there is a great gap. His 
voice is soft and gentle. 


Montagu White, the American rep- 


resentative o£ the Boers, who knows 
Cronje well and has the iriost unbound- 
ed admiration for him, says that a man 
meeting Crouje.for the first time would 
not give hiu! a second thought unless 
it was to remark upon his appai-eut 
dullness and stupidity. 


And yet this farmer of 03, with his 


little army of 10,000 men, 
uutmrforraed. with a dozen guas, of 
which only seven or eight are modern, 
has forced experts to admit that the 
great military systems of England ami 
Germany are wholly wrong; that he- 
knows more ubout modern scientific 
warfare than the great generals of Eu- 
rope. 


Whence did Cronje gain his military 


genius';" Mr. White was asked. 


"From the soil," lie replied. 
But that is not wholly true. Ancestry' 


has something io do with it. 
These1 


men are descended from those who 
fought ia the army of William the 
Siieat. that real ffi.':n who loved liberty, 
that wonderful general who in all his 
years of lighting won but oue real vic- 
tory on the- ilftld. yet In. the end com- 
pelled Louis XIV to sue for pence, al- 
though the armies of the Grand Sio- 
u.r,njue defeated those of William tile 
Silcut on every battlefield.

wouUrous lighters, and they won iu 
the end. 


In battle he moves about with tre- 


mendous celerity. 
He seems to be 


everywhere at oaee. He is deeply re- 
ligious, but Jt is said of him that in 
prays with his eyes open, that nothing 
may esenpo hira. He is said to lie the 
most beloved man In the Boer array. 
His personal inlluenct? is very strong, 
and in battle he has always beea very 
conspicuous. 


Of General Botha, the one who sur- 


vives ami the ahlcr oue, almost nothing 
baa been published. 
It is set i'ortb 


that General Lucas Meyer was a. fa- 
mous warrior in camp'aJsns against the 
natives: that; General SchalU-Burger is 
a self taught man distinguished for 
his calm lojric and his skill as aa ora- 
tor. 
In fact, it is significant that al! 


the Boer information about their lead- 
ers has to do with their civic positions 
and distinction. 


Notwithstanding the reports that 


have come from South Africa about 
the disaffection of the Free Statws. it 
uovs wot appear that they have ever 
lost hope. These reports are. of course, 
from British sources and are admitted- 
ly gleaned from Boer refugees aad 
some prisoners. 


it Is only by pure accident that an 


Insight is gained into the real charac- 
ter of these Boer leaders. Among the 
prisoners taken at Belmont were Com- 
mandant Sorfonieln, an Orange Free- 
State burgher, who was captured be- 
cause, he refused to leave his 17-year- 
old son, who was dangerously wound- 
ed. 
When he was..questioned about 


the outcome of the war. he was silent 
for awhile, and then he said: 


"Whether you are right or we are 


right I clo not know. 
TLOU are strons- 


But to be strong is of no matter. Only 
God rules. He will decide it."' 


It is this firm, sweet, simple faith of 


an honest tr.an that has made the 
Boers great. On the other hand. Colo 
eel Schiel. the German who is credited 
with directing the Boer artillery, 
ninn who knows the armies of Europe 
and tin- K-sourees of England, who is 
not caov-ed either by lofty patriotism' 
or a divine faith, la confident that 
England will fail
